Please amend the Claims as follows: 


1 . An absorbent tampon/fcomprising: 

a mass of absorbent material which has been compressed into a generally 
cylindrical, sej^sustaining form, wherein subsequent to said compression said 
absorbent material has a diameter of less than about 15 mm, said tampon having 
an absoitent capacity as measuredby the syngyna test of between about 6 to 
about %rams, said tampon being fluid expanding, and said tampon having an 
expanded width upon fluid absorption of at least about 20 mm.
